Tbs financing of hie 
enterprise was allegedly guaranteed by German Industry — be said be meant west Oerman 
naturally. I then gave tain my calling card for use In making contacts and also fur- 
nished the names of several acquaintances . Several months thereafter# I heard from 
my friends that SCHAEFER had been kicked out of Syria because of proven ^dontaots with 
the East.
